what extent the recent air raids of 
the Teutonic allies have modified the 
gayety of existence in the "Paris of 
the.Bast," as Rumanians-proudly call 
their capital city, it is hard to im- 
agine,, but a striking picture.of Buch- 
arest before the war is given by John 
Oliver La Gores, in a communication 
to the National Geographic Society, a 
part of which ds issued as the follow- 
ing'bulletin-in the society's war geo- 
graphy series:

near . eastern metropolis of 
Bucharest is about equal in size to 
our own national capital, and yet it 
has twenty times as many restaurants 
and cafes, ten .times as many-street 
lights, and twice as many theatres. It 
is regarded as the 
most 
expensive 
place, in the world for the well-to-do 
and the cheapest for the poor. Prices 
at the Hotel du Boulevard are higher 
than in New York 
or 
London, and 
travelers who have visited Monte 
Carlo's leading ^hotels and then jour- 
neyed" to Bucharest 
have 
found its 
rates from 15 to 25 per cent higher 
than those obtaining in the hostelries 
of Monaco. 


"But if their prices are high, their 
service and their food leave nothing 
to be desired. The 
cusine 
of the 
leading hotels and private homes is 
French, and money is .no considera- 
tion—quality is paramount. Some of 
the finest restaurants east of Paris 
are in Bucharest, and the night life, 
with its passionate, pulsating gypsy 
music, its sparkling wine, its beautiful 
women, its 
scintillating Jewels, its 
handsome men,, is as gay and as allmv 
ing as anything the . world has to 
offer.

"As to clothes, everybody who pre- 
tends to dress at all dresses in the 
mode of Paris, and the gowns of the 
elite are as 'up-to-the-minute as those 
to be seen on the Champs Elysees.

and Illinois. 'Michigan has Just gone 
dry by a referendum vote by a major- 
itv of 70,000. Iowa is dry. It is very 
probable that the Minnesota legisla- 
ture will take action this winter «hlch 
will make that state dry. Even in Chi- 
cago, plans are being made for a 
mammoth campaign. Most of Illinois, 
outside of the city of Chicago, is al- 
ready dry.

Pennies As Important As Hundred* of 


Dollar* in Church Finance, De- 


clared Rev. F. H. Brigham.

the Reverend F. H. Brigham 
urged a policy of liberal contributions 
on the part of church members in his 
sermon Sunday morning at the Metho- 
dist church. The address was a sort 
of prelude to the' every member can- 
vass which was conducted Sunday aft- 
ernoon by 'a committee of some forty 
or fifty men of the church in the inter- 
est of a thoroughly organized church 


"The first essential to a successful 
wedge." said the Rev. Brigham, is a 
thin, sharp edge. 'Unless there is a 
sharp point, the wedge will not be 
effective. 
One 
of 
the reasons why 
American 
people 
today fall, in the 
matter of domestic and household fin- 
ance, is because they fail to pay atten- 
tion to the small end of the wedge. 
They look after the large expenses of 
the home, but little things which mul- 
tiply into large amounts in the course 
of a month or a year, they fail to take 
into account. It is merely a matter 
of taking care of the pennies and the 
dollars will take care of themselves. 
Successful business men realize the 
importance of looking after the small 
end of the. wedge, and many fortunes 
are made just because of that careful 
scrutiny ^ into 
the 
small details of 


"In tiie church we need to pay heed 
to the pennies, the nickels and the 
dimes. We hear the excuse made, 
"What' I cnn give is so little that ]t 
wouldn't amount to much,' and such 
persons give nothing at all. They are 
neglecting the small end of the wedge. 
We can get a lesson from the Roman 
Catholic church in the matter of fin- 
ance. They do not pass by the pen- 
nies, and as 'a result 
the 
Catholic 
church is always supplied with funds. 
It is able to look ahead twenty, thirty 
or fifty years and provide for its needs. 
It can purchase the most valuable 
property in the center of a city, if it 
is-found that It needs such property 
for its purposes." 
• 
In further expounding the need for 
attention to the small end of the sold 
wedce in the church, Re¥. Brigham 
recalled the blessing which. Christ 
gave the; poor widow who gave two 
mites, the all that she had. It was 
the spirit of sacrifice and consecra- 
tion which went with it that .counted, 
he pointed out. A similar Instance ,in 
a small community In this'state was 
called to mind:" A cripple .woman 
with an eged mother and invalid sis- 
ter dependent 'upon her for support, 
contributed 
a 
thousand pennies to- 
ward the building of a ,new- church 
edifice. 
The money had- been saved 
a penny at a time out. of what she 
earned "by ttie use of her needle. 
But a wedge; in order, to. prove, pow- 
erful must have something more than 
a keen end, the Reverend Brigham 
said. . It must 
grow 
thicker. 
Tlie 
rule for thickening the wedge of golc 
which the church 
needs 
might be 
found in the Bible in the law of the 
tithe. If that law were followed put 
every church 'Of ten members- mighl 
have ;a minister, who would receive 
the average salary 
of the ten. A 
church with twenty members . woulc 
have enough to pay the minister and 
as much more left over for other ex- 
penses. Tlie effectiveness of a church 
with 650 members would be plain. 
To the objection that a man with 
a family to support on a small income 
is unable to afford a gift of one-tenth 
to the church, Reverend Brigoam an 
swered that such cases must be coun- 
terbalanced by persons with large in- 
comes. 
They .must be expected to 
give liberally. Let the person with a 
small salary give what he ie able to 
give, and let the wealthy give without 
stint lout of their abundance. 
He 


quoted Ian Maclareu, one of the con- 
servative 
thinkers .of the last, cen- 
tury, who said that-the time would 
come when it would be a disgrace to 
die leaving a large fortune. Reverend 
Brigham declared that such a condi. 
tion was -surety coming to pass.

fruit. "An apple' a'day keeps the doc- 
tor away,',' is an old rhyme which will 
profit us-'if .we hee~d 'it. Each family 
usually has its own favoriate apple 
dishes, but new. .ways.are always, wel- 
comed'.

A baked -apple yith sugar and cream 
is an ideal dish for.-any meal and is 
especially good for the little .people. 
Cored and filled with 
various -.mix- 
tures, they make a most attractive 
and tasty dish..'

Into each cavity put a tablespoonful 
of sugar, a teaspoonful 
of chopped 
nuts, and a bit of candied 'orange or 
lemon peel.

ILLINOIS MAY LIMIT 


WORK FOR CHILDREN 


[BT ASSOCIATED TRESS] 


Springfield, 111.. Nov. 27.—When the 
legislature of Illinois convenes next 
January an amendment will be offered 
to the child-labor law to prohibit the 
emplovment 
of 
children under 16 
years except during vacation season, 
recommended by Oscar F. Nelson, of 
Chicago chief state factory inspector. 
"The conservation of the child is 
the foundation upon, which any kind 
of preparedness must rest, 
Nelson 
said 
today. 
He declared that the 
present condition of highly special- 
lied industry has removed any chance 
of a child's" surviving long term em- 
ployment without bad effects. 
"The boy bandit 
problem can be 
traced - t o the 
rebellion 
of youth 
against blind alley employment," he 
said. 
"The state must face the situ- 
ation now and the most practical way 
to meet it is to prohibit the employ- 
ment of all children under 16 years 
except during school vacation. 
At present children in Illinois be- 
tween 14 and 16 are allowed to work 
'he year around under certain limita- 
tions as to hours of labor. 
They 
must have a. certificate to show that 
conditions have been complied with.
